Use  interfacing  in  the  following  places: 

1.  On  the  undercollar  and  cuffs  of  a  jacket  or  coat.  (See  Illustration  1.) 

2.  Down  the  front  of  jacket  or  coat.  Interfacing  extends  to  the  armscye  to  help  stay 
arinscye  line.  Cut  from  the  facing  or  interfacing  pattern  piece  as  indicated.  (  Ulus.  2. 1 

3.  Across  upper  hack  and  shoulders  if  garment  has  set-in  sleeves.  Cut  from  back  pattern 
piece,  cutting  around  armscye,  over  shoulder  line  and  neckline.  Remove  pattern  piece  and 
cut  across  the  hack  from  armscye  to  armscye.  (See  Illustration  3.) 

4.  Under  hound  pockets.  (Cut  strip  two  inches  longer  than  pocket,  two  inches  in  width.) 

5.  In  waistband  of  skirts.  (Cut  interfacing  half  the  width  of  total  waistband.  III.  4.) 

6.  In  sleeve  hems  and  lower  hemlines  to  prevent  stretching  of  turned  up  edges. 

Baste  interfacing  on  inside  of  garment  around  outside  edges,  then  machine-stitch. 
Padding  stitches  are  made  where  lapels  turn  back,  also  on  undercollar.  Make  these 
stitches  every  half-inch  by  hand  on  interfacing  side  by  taking  a  long  stitch  through  the 
interfacing  and  picking  up  only  a  thread  of  the  outer  fabric.  (See  Ulus.  5.) 

To  hold  ititerfacing  inner  edge  to  the  outside  fabric  take  long  baste  stitches,  pick¬ 
ing  up  only  a  thread  of  outer  fabric.  The  interfacing  and  facing  should  not  end  exactly 
at  the  same  point  because  the  two  thicknesses  will  make  a  ridge.  (See  Illustration  6.) 


The  Inside  Story 


Interfacing, 
Lining  and 
Shoulder  Pads 


The  backbone  of  your  Fall  and  Winter  wardrobe  is  at  least  one  good  suit  and  a  won¬ 
derful  new  coat.  Select  a  suit  design  from  the  many  silhouettes  —  the  directoire  look, 
the  bell  shape,  the  middy  type  or  the  classic  style.  For  the  coat,  consider  the  fitted 
one,  the  semi-pyramid  or  a  topper,  waist  or  hip-length.  It’s  easy  1o  achieve  a  pro¬ 
fessional  touch  by  correctly  using  interfacing,  selecting  the  right  shoulder  pads  and 
lining  the  garment  properly.  Here  is  an  outline  on  the  inside  story  of  good  tailoring. 


Interfacing 


Interfacing  helps  the  garment  keep  its  shape,  molds  with  pressing,  prevents  sagging 
and  stretching  in  loosely  woven  fabrics.  It  gives  crispness  to  outlines  of  the  areas 
where  it  is  used.  A  good  hair  canvas  makes  an  excellent  interfacing.  It’s  available  in 
several  weights  ranging  from  lightweight  for  softer  fabrics  to  a  heavy  canvas  for  bulky 
coats.  If  interfacing  is  not  treated  for  shrinkage  control,  shrink  before  cutting. 

Cut  interfacing  on  same  grain  as  faced  piece.  hen  seams  are  to  be  made,  lap.  stitch 
and  trim  close  to  stitching.  For  a  dart,  slit  down  the  center,  lap,  stitch  flat  and  trim. 
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The  Inside  Story  (continued) 


Linings 

A  coat  or  jacket  lining  should  fit  smoothly  with  ease,  never  tightly.  The  lining  fabric 
is  usually  a  rayon  or  silk  taffeta,  crepe,  fine  faille,  twill  or  satin. 

Cut  the  lining  from  the  same  pattern  as  the  jacket  or  coat,  following  pattern  instruc¬ 
tions.  In  a  printed  pattern  there  is  a  cut-off  line  on  the  front  pattern  piece  for  cutting  the 
lining.  Allow  for  an  extra  half-inch  pleat  in  center  hack  of  lining.  Carefully  check  grain 
lines  before  cutting  and  follow  same  pattern  alteratiotis  used  on  garment  for  lining. 

To  make  the  linings  for  a  coat  or  jacket  with  set-iti  sleeves  proceed  as  follows: 

1.  Machine-stitch  all  seams  and  darts  leaving  the  shoulder  seams  open.  Machine-stitch  the 
sleeve  seams  hut  do  not  set  them  into  armscye  of  lining.  Press  all  seams  open. 

2.  Turn  coat  or  jacket  inside  out  and  pin  in  lining  starting  with  center  hack.  Baste  the 
half-inch  pleat  at  the  neckline  of  lining  in  center  hack. 

3.  .Sew  underarm  seams  of  lining  to  underarm  seams  of  garment  using  long,  loose  haste 
stitches  t«i  about  three  inches  from  the  lower  edge  of  garment.  (See  Illustration  7.1 

f.  If  there  is  hack  facing  at  neckline,  trim  hack  lining  at  neck  edge  even  with  front. 

5.  Catch  lining  around  the  armsr-ye.  Catch  front  shoulder  of  lining  to  seam  of  jacket 
or  coat.  Slip-stitch  hack  shoulder  edge  of  lining  over  the  front.  (See  Illustration  8. 1 

6.  Catch-stitch  pleat  at  center  hack  neckline  for  3  inches.  Slip-stitch  lining  intet  place 
around  the  neckline  and  in  the  front  over  the  facings. 

7.  For  jacket  hem  —  haste  half-inch  tuck  in  lining  an  inch  above  lower  edge.  Taper 
the  tuck  to  nothing  2  inches  from  either  front.  Turn  lining  edge  utider.  slip-stitch  over 
hem  of  jacket.  Release  hasted  tuck  giving  ease  to  the  lining.  (Illustration  9.1 


8.  For  coat  hem  —  lining  is  hemmed  separately.  Turn  lower  edge  of  lining  up  1  inch 
shorter  than  coat.  Cut  so  depth  of  hem  is  I’a  inches,  finish  raw  edge  with  seam  bind¬ 
ing.  slip-stitch,  fasten  lower  edge  of  lining  to  coat  seams  with  french  tacks,  (ill.  10.1 

9.  Slip  sleeve  linitig  over  garment  sleeve,  (jalher  by  hand  hetwe«*n  nohlies  of  armscye 
on  lining,  draw  up  to  fit  armsc)e  of  garment.  Turn  seam  allowance  of  litiing  under  and 
slip-stitch  into  place  around  the  armscye.  (See  Illustration  11.) 

10.  Baste  half-inch  tuck  around  lower  sleeve  lining  I  inch  above  lower  edge.  Turn  under 
lower  edge  of  lining,  slip-stitch  over  sleeve  hem,  then  release  the  hasted  tuck. 

To  make  lining  for  coat  or  jacket  with  kimono  or  dolman  sleeves  proceed  as  follows: 

1.  Machine-stitch  all  seams  together  in  lining  and  press  seams  open. 

2.  Catch  lining  to  seam  which  extends  from  underarm  on  down  to  make  side  seam.  (  III.  12. 1 
.3.  If  neckline  facing  is  given  for  garment,  trim  hack  of  lining  even  with  front  neck  edge. 

4.  Pin  lining  into  place  over  facing,  slip-stitch  around  neckline  and  over  front  facings. 

5.  .Slip-stitch  lining  in  place  over  sleeve  hem  making  sure  lining  has  plenty  of  ease. 

6.  Follow  directions  for  hemming  lower  edges  as  given  in  set-in  sleeve  method.

The  Inside  Story  of  Shoulder  Pads 


Sacge*te<l  •honMer  padst  Scely'a  Left  *n  Rite  slioBider  pada 


The  choice  of  shoulder  pads  is  an  important  one  when  you  are 
making  a  coat  or  suit.  IVoper  pads  in  the  proper  thickness  give  you 
a  smooth  shoulder  line  important  for  good  fitting.  Even  with  fashion 
showing  a  more  natural  shoulder  line  today,  some  padding  is  needed 
hy  most  people.  One  manufacturer  designs  shoulder  pads  specifically 
for  the  left  and  right  sides  with  a  full  front  to  fill  in  the  hollow  below 
the  shoulder  and  the  hack  tapered  to  conform  with  the  natural  con¬ 
tour  of  the  body.  (See  Ulus.  1) 

Good  shoulder  pads  are  made  with  a  molded  felt  filler  so  they  will 
withstand  many  dry-cleanings.  If  your  suit  or  coat  is  unlined,  use  a 
covered  pad.  If  it  is  lined  an  uncovered  pad  can  be  used.  Select  the 
pads  to  conform  to  the  type  of  shoulder  line  the  garment  has.  h'or 
instance,  choose  a  square  shoulder  pad  for  a  set-in  sleeve  (See  Ulus.  2 ) , 
and  for  a  dolman  or  kimono  sleeve,  buy  a  rounded  pad  to  achieve  the 
natural  silhouette.  I  See  Ulus.  3.) 

.Shoulder  pads  are  sewn  into  the  garment  before  the  lining  is 
stitched  into  place.  Use  the  pads  for  every  fitting  from  the  very  first 
to  insure  correct  lines. 

To  sew  pads  into  place  on  a  shoulder  line  with  dolman  or  kimono 
sleeves,  determine  position  for  pads,  pin  along  shoulder  line,  hand- 
stitch  pads  to  seam  allowance  of  shoulder  line.  (Ulus.  4.) 

To  sew  pads  into  place  on  a  set-in  sleeve,  pin  into  position  around 
the  armscye  line,  stitch  firmly  into  place  to  the  seam  allowance  of 
armscye  and  tack  to  top  of  shoulder  seams  near  neckline.  (Ulus.  5.) 

If  the  uncovered  pads  are  made  of  cotton  batting  the  less  sturdy 
ones  may  break  down  at  the  armscye  edge  after  several  dry  cleanings. 
To  help  them  retain  their  shape,  whip-stitch  across  the  armscye  sides 
using  a  double  thread.  If  you  wish  to  cover  them,  cut  a  long  oval¬ 
shaped  bias  piece  from  the  lining  fabric.  ( Ulus.  6.)  Fold  the  covering 
in  half  and  place  the  fold  over  the  armscye  side  of  pads.  Pin  the  edges 
of  cover  into  place  and  on  underside,  make  small  darts  for  shaping. 
(See  Ulus.  7.)  Machine-stitch  around  raw  edges  and  pink.

Notebook

Each  Fall,  my  two  young  daugh¬ 
ters  look  forward  joyously  to  the 
first  day  of  school.  The  clothes  they 
wear  on  that  bright  beckoning  day 
I  are  as  important  to  them  as  their 
I  first  dance  dresses  will  be  later. 

I  The  girls  and  I  planned  their 
I  back-to-school  dresses  together. 

I  Susan  chose  Simplicity  Pattern 
j  3836  because  she  liked  the  square 
neckline  with  the  crisp  white  dickey 
inset.  Her  fabric  is  a  heavy  woven 
cotton  plaid  of  mustard  yellow, 
royal  blue,  and  red.  Linda  has  a 
smaller  plaid  of  grey  and  green  on 
white,  made  from  Simplicity 
Pattern  3665. 

Just  from  habit  I  sewed  up  a  few 
neat  white  blouses  which  fill  in  so 
nicely  in  early  Autumn  with  cotton 
dirndl  skirts,  and  later  with  wool 
ones.  Pattern  2531  is  most  adapt¬ 
able  and  a  great  favorite  here. 

This  year  I  became  very  ambi¬ 
tious  and  decided  to  cut  down  on 
the  high  cost  of  children’s  coats  by 
getting  a  good  buy  on  several  pieces 
of  wool  and  making  the  coats 
myself.  The  bright  orange  made  a 
beautiful  double-breasted  princess 
coat  for  Susan.  A  soft  brown  was 
used  for  the  bound  button  holes, 
pocket  trim,  and  collar.  The  whole 
outfit  was  lined  in  Skinner’s  Sun- 
Bak  satin.  The  pattern  for  the  coat 
is  especially  smart  —  Simplicity 
Pattern  4027.  For  Linda  we  se¬ 
lected  a  bright  red  coat  material 
and  added  a  fake  fur  grey  collar 
and  hood.  The  five  Costumaker 
buttons  down  the  front  are  of  gold, 
the  lining  of  navy  blue  and  the 
style.  Simplicity  Pattern  3697. 

My  girls  lead  such  active  lives 
after  school,  that  I  made  up  special 
under  clothes  for  them  —  most  im¬ 
portant  —  some  pretty  petticoats 
using  Simplicity  Pattern  2558. 
Some  of  the  petticoats  are  trimmed 
with  fabrics  to  match  their  dresses. 

I  also  made  the  girls  matching 
panties  to  go  with  a  few  of  their 
outfits.

Sewing  Thread 

There  are  many  new  fibers  and 
blends  in  fabrics  appearing  on  the 
market  today.  Along  with  the  trend, 
sewing  threads  of  these  fibers 
are  being  developed  for  home  use. 

One  of  the  newest  of  these 
threads  td  be  introduced  to  the  con¬ 
sumer  is  made  of  “Dacron”,  a 
du  Pont  polyester  fiber.  This  thread 
is  made  and  distributed  by  the 
Spool  Cotton  Company  under  the 
brand  names  of  J.  &  P.  Coats  and 
Clark’s  O.N.T.  “Dacron”  thread  is 
a  three-ply  construction,  very 
strong,  smooth,  pliable,  shrink- 
resistant  and  has  a  subdued  luster. 

This  is  an  all-purpose  thread  that 
can  be  used  on  all  fabrics.  At 
present  it  comes  in  white  only  on 
3(K)-yard  spools  and  is  available  at 
notions’  counters  in  department 
and  five  and  ten-cent  stores. 

“Dacron”  thread  is  as  simple  to 
use  as  a  mercerized  thread  — 
machine  tensions,  needles  and 
length  of  stitch  do  not  have  to  be 
changed.  In  hand  sewing  it  does 
not  snarl,  threads  easily  and  cuts 
without  fuzziness. 

It  is  important  to  select  your 
thread  with  care  when  sewing  fab¬ 
rics  which  are  made  from  nylon, 
“Orion”  or  “Dacron”.  This  thread 
is  most  suitable  for  these  fabrics 
because  it  does  minimize  these  fab¬ 
rics’  natural  properties  such  as 
strength,  long  wear,  washability 
and  quick  drying.  Thread  made  of 
“Dacron”  also  resists  stretching 
during  sewing  and  therefore  eli¬ 
minates  puckering.  Also  it  will  not 
scorch  when  a  warm  iron  is  used. 
Another  miracle  of  this  thread  —  it 
holds  its  whiteness. 

Nylon  sewing  thread  has  been 
available  to  the  home  dressmaker 
for  several  years.  Although  it  is 
particularly  good  for  sewing  on 
nylon  fabrics,  it  is  also  excellent  as 
an  all-purpose  thread.  You  will  find 
J.  &  P.  Coats  and  Clark’s  O.N.T. 
nylon  thread  at  notions’  counters  in 
a  large  range  of  colors.  You  can 
purchase  it  in  50-yard  spools  or 
white  only  in  new  300-yard  spools. 

Development  is  being  done  con¬ 
stantly  on  new  threads.  When  you 
are  sewing  on  fabrics  that  are 
blends  or  are  entirely  woven  from 
the  new  fibers  select  your  thread
